the last few days this reminder is 
bad news for you: They lower the 
federal income tax boom this 
Thursday, April 15. 


As a businessman I am 


reconciled to the chore of 
spending the first three months 
of every year compiling the 
previous year's figures for the 
newspaper, swimming through 
audits, company tax reports and 
what not. 


But the thing I'll never get 


used to is the arrogance of the 
bureaucrats who constantly 
dream up changes in the Internal 
Revenue Service's Form 1040 so 
that your file of a year ago is 
almost useless as a reference 
point. 


I had been working on my 


personal return, off and on, for 
about three weeks, but reached a 
crisis Sunday afternoon. All this 
despite the fact that I have 
compiled my personal return 
every year but one. 


What happened Sunday was 


this: In the final assembly I 
discovered that Page One of the 
form accounted for gross in- 
come, and Page Two took care of 
deductions and established net 
taxable income. But the in- 
structions telling you where to 
repeat this figure on Page One 
were confusing. It called for 
positioning this on Page One 
below the spot where you show 
the amount of the tax. 


I went ahead and finished the 


return in hand-written copy on 
plain 
paper—then bundled 


everything together and for- 
warded it to our company ac- 
countant in Little Rock with 
instructions to check my figures 
and prepare the final report for 
signature.

Dayan Plan 
Rejected 
by Egypt

Egyptian officials rejected to- 


day an idea by Defense Minis- 
ter Moshe Dayan of Israel, who 
favors withdrawal of Israeli 
forces along the Suez Canal 
provided there is a permanent 
cease-fire and "no Soviet or 
Egyptian troops will cross the 
canal." 


The Egyptians said they were 


standing firm on their demand 
that Egyptian military forces 
must hold positions on the side 
of the canal now held by Israel. 


"Egypt will accept nothing 


less," officials in Cairo said. 
"We have nothing pew to add. 
Our position has been clarified 
by President Anwar Sadat's 
restatement of April 3." 


In this restatement, Sadat de- 


manded the partial withdrawal 
of Israeli forces from the Sinai 
Peninsula as an initial step to 
relinquishing all Egyptian terri- 
tory occupied since 1967. Sadat 
said Egypt would then reopen 
the canal to navigation. 


He also said the Egyptian 


army would promptly cross the 
waterway to "assume its na- 
tional duties" as Israel with- 
drew. 


He firmly rejected the demi- 


litarization of Sinai or any Is- 
raeli presence at Sharm el 
Sheikh, a position overlooking 
the strategic Strit of Tiran.

of American 


forces. 


A weekly summary said a to- 


tal of 296,500 American service- 
men were in Vietnam last 
Thursday, a drop of 5,400 dur- 
ing the week. The total includ- 
ed 223,100 Army, 40,500 Air 
Force, 18,000 Marines, 14,800 
Navy and 100 Coast Guard. 


This was the smallest force 


since Aug 13, 1966, when a total 
of 
296,000 
American troops 


were in 
the country. U.S. 


strength reached a maximum 
of 543,500 in April 1969. 


President Nixon has ordered 


the American force reduced to 
284,000 by the end 
of this 


month, and he announced last 
week that another 100,000 would 
be withdrawn by Dec. 1. 


Lt. Gen. Michael S. Davison, 


commander of the U.S. 2nd 
Field Force, said a total of 
about 7,500 U.S. combat troops 
will remain after May 1 in his 
area, Saigon and the 11 sur- 
rounding provinces.

NEW YORK (AP) — Jean 


Shepherd, who has been remi- 
niscing about his Midwest boy- 
hood for years on New York ra- 
dio, now is doing it on a nation- 
al television network. 


"Jean Shepherd's America," 


on the public broadcasting line- 
up, had its premiere Sunday 
night, a half hour in which the 
narrator, off camera, recalled 
sights, sounds and experiences 
when at 17 he worked in a steel 
mill. As he talked, the screen 
was occupied by the operations 
of a contemporary steel mill. 


The star talked of the ex- 


citement of buying a pair of 
safety shoes and getting a new 
hard hat. He recalled a fall, 
dislocating 
both 
shoulders, 


from a stair high above the 
mill. Meanwhile, the viewer 
with a color set saw fascinating 
film, ribbons of molten steel 
flowing in designs that often 
looked more like art than in- 
dustry. 


It was a novel approach—a 


commentary used as counter- 
point rather than explanation of 
the pictures. And it was very 
interesting.

Asst. Supt. Dale Eng- 


quist says "we have extreme 
drought conditions." The water 
goes into sloughs, or water 
holes, and the park's denizens- 
alligators, wading birds, fish, 
deer and raccoons, converge on 
them for survival. 


Because of extreme fire dan- 


ger, several areas of the park 
were closed Saturday and signs 
posted warning fishermen, boa- 
ters and all others to stay out. 
The action was taken to protect 
wildlife, especially alligators 
concentrated around remaining 
ponds and slaughs and thus 
easy prey for poachers. 


Huser said Lake Okeechobee, 


the huge reservoir that supplies 
most of South Florida, was 
three.feet .below = normal or .a 
drop of some 325 billion gallons 
of water, "enough to supply the 
daily needs of greater Miami 
for almost 20 years."

Dear J)r. Lamb — I don't 


know what your opinion is on 
taking vitamins. Several doc- 
tors have told me no. but I 
started taking Vitamin B- 
complex with iron and liver. 
Before the vitamins, I had 
terrible headaches, cramps 
before and after periods, de- 
pression, head and body itch- 
ing, I was tired all the time, 
crabby and lifeless. After I 
started taking vitamin pills. 
I didn't have any of these 
problems and have a lot 
more zip. I am not saying 
this is the right vitamin for 
everybody, but aren't vita- 
mins really good for some 
people? I am only 37 and 
they have helped me a lot. 


Dear Reader — I am not 


opposed to vitamins, clearly 
they may even be life-saving 
in 
individuals who 
need 


them. Many people died of 
scurvy before Vitamin C was 
discovered. This was a real 
health hazard 
in military 


campaigns and for sailors. A 
deficiency of thiamine (Vita- 
min B-complex group) can 
cause a large number of dis- 
turbances in the body, in- 
cluding heart failure in some 
people. Vitamin deficiencies 
can also cause liver disease. 


Within reasonable limits, 


the amount of extra vitamins 
one might get from taking 
vitamin tablets will not cause 
any harm. The two vitamins 
which can accumulate and 
cause illness if taken in ex- 
cessively large doses, are 
Vitamins A and D. 


Considering frequency of 


an inadequate diet, vitamin 
supplements 
are 
probably 


helpful 
for 
many people. 


Theoretically, one shouldn't 
need to take vitamins in ad- 
dition to an adequate diet. 
Since 
people 
o f t e n eat 


starches, greasy foods and 
sugars without enough of a 
variety of fresh vegetables 
and fruit in their diet, it is 
possible to develop vitamin 
deficiencies. 


Some older people, particu- 


larly those who live alone, 
are apt to have 
deficient 


diets. I know a lot of money 
is wasted on excess vitamins 
which theoretically-sKouldri"t -'••" 


be necessary, but in fact, 
often are. Finally, I can't 
criticize success: if vitamins 
have done that much for you, 
go ahead. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Would it 


hurt my father (age 58) if he 
lakes Vitamin E and B-com- 
plex with liver and iron, 
along with nerve pills, high 
blood pressure pills, and Buf- 
ferin for arthritis? He drinks 
quite a bit on Saturdays. I 
don't think he is drunk, it is 
probably the effect of nerve 
pills and beer and whisky 
combined. What if he also 
takes Vitamin C, along with 
E and B-complex? I worry 
about him. 


Dear Reader — I can't say 


as I blame you for worrying 
about your father. The vita- 
min pills are probably the 
least of his difficulties. Alco- 
hol and certain "nerve pills" 
do not mix well. I don't know 
what kind of medicine he is 
taking, but it seems to me 
that this should be discussed 
with your doctor. I have in 
mind the interaction which 
occurs between two drugs. 
Many famous person who 
has taken sleeping pills and 
alcohol has not lived to talk 
about it. 


In a half-way adequate 


diet, there is usually suffici- 
ent Vitamin E since it is 
abundant in many food sub- 
stances. I prefer that people 
do not drink too much alco- 
hol, 
but for those who do, 


Vitamin B-complex may be 
helpful. This is particularly 
true of the person who drinks 
too much alcohol and neg- 
lects his food intake.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Atty. 


Gen. Ray H. Thornton Jr. has 
suggested that the Board of Ap- 
portionment adopt a plan estab- 
lishing 100 single-member dis- 
tricts in the Arkansas House 
and 35 single-member districts 
in the state Senate. 


Thornton said Saturday in a 


51-page opinion that such a plan 
would 
be 
the 
"most con- 


stitutionally 
defensible" 
plan 


the board could approve. 


Thornton said he prepared 


the opinion in an attempt to 
clarify the law. He said it did 
not "necessarily reflect" the 
position of the board, of which 
he, Gov. Dale Bumpers and 
Secretary of State Kelly Bryant 
are members. 


Thornton said the board must 


make a "good faith effort to de- 
vise districts as nearly equal in 
population as is practicable," 
but said minor deviations "may 
be justified simply as being 
purely unavoidable." 


He said population deviations 


"will not be allowed to stand if 
they have no rational basis and 
if a defensible plan containing 
fewer deviations is available."

by the 


board ... it strains credulity to 
believe that it might not be 


the alligators. The fish 
are 


gone. The water birds that pre- 
yed on them have long since 
gone. 


Since Jan. 1, according to

challenged in court," Thornton 
said. "We are not unaware of 
the possibility of an attack be- 
ing made on any plan for ap- 
portionment of Senate positions 
which divides county lines, but 
the most legally defensible plan 
is one which establishes 100 
single member districts for the 
House of Representatives, and 
35 single member districts for 
the Senate." 


He said that under such a 


plan it would be necessary in 


some cases to divide county 
lines 
to produce population 


equality. 


"Admittedly this plan creates 


a difficulty in the procedures of 
the electoral process since bal- 
loting has always been on a 
county basis," he said. "The 
necessity of separate ballots for 
local officials and legislators 
would cause inconvenience, ex- 
pense and confusion in the cast- 
ing and counting of ballots. 
However, these problems are 
lessened if such a plan of ap- 
portionment is announced in 
time for electoral adjustments 
to be made and voter education 
campaigns conducted." 


Thornton said that if multi- 


member 
districts 
are 
used, 


they should be used sparingly. 
He also said that such districts 
should be restricted to just one 
house and should be divided in- 
to subdistricts with the require- 
ment that representatives live 
in the subdistrict although their 
election may be on an at-large 
basis in the district.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


William 
Proxmire. 
insisting 


"the charge of neo-isolationism 
hurled at those who advocate 
reform 
is badly 
misplaced," 


challenged today a wide range 
of military spending policies. 


"In fact, if the military fails 


to reform, it may so endanger 
its own credibility as to bring 
about the very neo-isolationism 
it claims to oppose," the Wis- 


consin Democrat added. 


"By reforming procurement, 


by reviewing our commitments, 
by taking a realistic view of the 
Russian and Chinese threat, by 
doing away with unneeded and 
overlapping weapons, and by 
limiting the expansion of our 
nuclear strategic terror," he 
said, "we could make great 
savings in the defense budget 
without endangering our secur- 
ity." 


In remarks prepared for a 


meeting of the Coalition on Na- 
tional Priorities and Military 
Policy, a group of some 30 rep- 
resentatives of various trade- 
union, church and social action 
groups, Proxmire called for: 


—Halving 
the 
size 
of 
the 


American force in NATO: "We 
should continue to provide the 
nuclear umbrella for the de- 
fense of Europe, but the Eu- 
ropeans should provide most of 
the manpower. It is time to Eu- 
ropeanize NATO as it is time to 
Vietnamize the Asian war." 


—Reducing 
spending 
on 


strategic 
nuclear 
weapons, 


which he said currently is $18 
billion annually. A cut to $14 
billion a year could still give 
some 7,600 weapons, increasing 
"to 19 times the number needed 
to inflict an unacceptable level

Proxmire questioned the need

bomber, saying, "Present air- 
craft with standoff weapons Ofth 
adequately perform the same 
mission." 


He accused the Defense De- 


partment of waste in its air- 
borne warning and control syi- 
tern, and the antisubmarine 
warfare program. 


Proxmire called carriers "sit- 


ting ducks for modern mis- 
siles." 


Proxmire called for cuts in 


the Navy's F14 fighter plane 
and the Air Force's F15, cost- 
ing an estimated $16.6 billion, 
and said it may be possible to 
settle on one less sophisticated 
plane for both mlsgions. 


23,300 Vega

DETROIT (AP) - Owners of 


some 
23,300 General Motors 


Vega minicars have been asked 
to bring them in to dealers for 
correction of mechanical de- 
fects 
ranging from 
possible 


faulty chokes to noisy wind- 
shield wipers. 


A GM spokesman said none 


of the defects represented a 
hazard and all occurred on 
Vegas produced prior to the 
United Auto Workers strike last 
Sept. 15. 


Five possible defects will be 


checked and repaired by deal- 
ers at no cost to car owners, 
GM said. 


Metal brackets on the rear 


seat of the Vega couple and 
station wagon will be replaced 
with a vinyl bracket to avoid 
possible damage to car seats 
by rubbing. 


A new choke lever and shaft 


will be placed in cars to correct 
ones that could become loose, 
jamming the choke mechanism. 


A 
new 
windshield wiper 


transmission with a different 
nut will replace possibly cross- 
threaded nuts installed earlier. 


Also being replaced are gas 


caps, while the fuel tank filler 
neck sealing area will be re- 
paired on some cars to prevent 
fuel spillage. 


A stud holding the rear shock 


absorber will be cut on some 
vehicles to correct insufficient 
underbody clearance, a condi- 
tion that caused some Vegas to 
catch in automatic car wash- 
ers. 


Some 
150,000 
Vegas 
have 


been produced. A GM spokes- 
man said the defects had been 
repaired on those made since 
production resumed in Decem- 


ber.
